- There were in the convention, he 
said, 204 delegates from the Demo- 
cratic states which will not send 
republican electors, to the electoral 
college anri more than 300 federal 
office holders who voted as they 
deemed it "politically expedient."

The economical way to provide a 


fine perennial border is to raise the 
material from seed. This is the sea- 
son for sowing seeds of perennials. 
All but a few of the desirable per- 
ennials can be raised from seed. The 
others can be but it takes a long 
time for them to come into bloom 
and besides the varieties in com- 
merce are named varieties selected 
from thousands of seedlings. In this 
class are the peonies, irises, and 
perennial phlox. 
It is good fun 


to try for fine new varieties of your 
own raising but your chances of ex- 
celling varieties in commerce is not 
good as there is too much competi- 
tion. 


Some of the perennial seed is 
slow of germination. SonMI of it 
seems to want to lie in the ground 
all winter and be frozen before 
starting into life. Of these types are 
the irises, lilies and other bulbous 
plants which are now being raised 
from seed more frequently than 
ever before.

ments have been tried to speed"ger- 
mination which anyone can try at 
home if he has a mechanical refrig- 
erator. This consists of freezing 
slow germinating seed in an ice 
cube and letting it remain frozen 
for a few days, then thawing it out 
and planting.

Washington—TWO of the ablest 
men in the Democratic party will 
be fighting it out for the perma- 
nent cfaainoanshiD of the national 
convention at Chicago the last 
of the month. 


Both have served fhfyr party 
with distinction and deserve well of 
it. So it seems too bad **iat one of 
them must lose out in the hot rfagK 
which will come when the forces of 
Governor Roosevelt attempt to elect 
Senator Thomas J. Walsh of Mon- 
tana over the choice of the anti- 
Roosevelt forces. Chairman Jouett 
Shouse of the Democratic national 
executive committee. 


If Walsh loses he will stay on in 
the Senate place from which he car- 
ried on his memorable investigation 
of the Teapot Dome scandals and 
where his record has qualified *»"q 
as a statesman. 


But while there is seldom any 
sentiment in politics, anyone -who 
instinctively admires the man -who 
does a swell job could not note 
withouFa tinge of regret the disso- 
lution of the able,- shrewd firm, of 
Raskob, Shouse and Michelson 
which would be a certain result in 
case of a Roosevelt victory. 
Shouse is the man Raskob put in

He is best known as 
the "Bulldog Tom" Walsh who 
started digging on the oil scandals, 
pressed his investigation to a fin- 
ish, saw Fall, Sinclair, Doheny and 
others exposed to the world and the 
nation's naval ofl. reserves returned. 
But he has also made an important 
single-handed investigation of the 
Dublic utilities which led to the 
turning up of various scandals by 
the Federal Trade Commission, and 
has fired many a shot at the "alumi- 
num trust."
